HERE are secret prac- 
tices going on behind 
the governments of the 
nations that are lament- 
able mysteries to those 
who have not the Cosmic 
Key to unlock them.

peace movement, and who ought to be thrashed 
for a kind of hypocrisy. 

Let our people not be fooled. 

Far Eastern politics is not being played out 
in the Far East; it is being played out in the 
diplomatic cockpit of Central Europe. 

The Japanese statesmen know what they are 
doing. They know that their country cannot 
afford war, with China or anybody else. They 
know that they cannot afford to earn the ill- 
will of the Christian peoples of the earth by 
taking any course of independent action that 
alienates them from the economic support of 
other nations. 
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There is no other nation on earth so inher- 
ently hospitable to the international peace 
movement—if it be a real peace movement— 
than Nippon. 

But the Elder Statesmen of Japan are being 
confronted with a set of conditions in inter- 
nationalism that they cannot tolerate and yet 
cannot make public. 

Only those who are cosmically awakened, can 
interpret the true drama that is being played 
just now on the chessboard of the nations. 


FFICIAL Japan knows what millions of 
people of Christendom do not know: that 
the present forces exercising a controlling in- 
fluence over the League of Nations are not 
White forces—and when the word “White” is 
used anywhere in this publication it by no 
means indicates the color of any peoples’ skins. 
The statesmen of Japan know that Dark 
Forces made up of recalcitrant elements who 
seek the economic—and even the political— 
bondage of the other races of the earth, are in 
powerful sway at Geneva and what looks to be 
a stupendous international peace movement 
under the auspices of the League, is not such 
at all. Not in essence at least. 


Japan knows that these Dark Forces have 
debauched White Russia and almost completed 
the debauchment of China. She cannot stand 
idly by and see this vast menace at the doors 
of Nippon. Nor can she come out officially and 
castigate those Dark Forces for who and what 
they are. 


She is embroiled with them financially. 


They have too much official influence in other 
nations of the earth. 


She is in the dilemma of having to work out 
her salvation by such expediency as the mo- 
ment and opportunity offers. 


What she is really doing now is jockeying 
with them as best she can, pending a final deal 
with them over Manchuria and Kamchatka 
as her interests may appear, serving notice on 
them by her military maneuvering that she is 
fully aware of their machinations to compromise 
or cripple her, and that she will not succumb to 
their control of Nippon without a contest. 
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N OTHER words, Japan knows that three- 
quarters of the fine, high, altruistic propa- 
ganda that is spread by the League of Nations 
for international peace, can as easily become 
the most diabolical sort of an attack on the 
defenseless peoples of the earth, using their 
aspirations for a warless world in a great cam- 
paign to get them to disarm while over three- 
score munitions plants—hidden away in the 
heart of an impenetrable country in eastern 
Europe—are working night and day for a mil- 
itary domination that will stagger civilization. 


Japan can properly and rightfully flout the 
dictates of the League of Nations because the 
League is not a league of the nations, but an 
assembly of members of various nationalities 
who knowingly or otherwise are grinding the 
axes of a world group that under the guise of 
disarmament is working for world revolution. 

But Japan is in a pathetic position when she 
faces the battery of misrepresentation and mis- 
interpretation of her true motives that the press 
of the world, long since mobilized under the 
command of the Dark Forces, can exploit to 
her ultimate destruction. 

Japan needs peace now more than any other 
nation on earth. She has never recovered finan- 
cially from the inroads of the great world war; 
she has not recovered economically from the 
disastrous earthquake of 1923. 

To embroil her in war with some other coun- 
try, or to alienate the great white nations of 
the world so that they withdraw their moral 
support from her activities in the international 
chess game, means a Japan that is emasculated 
and humbled to that point where the forces of 
world revolution and atheism can bend her to 
their yoke. 

Japan faces a great ignorant population as 
an additional problem, fed by a jingo press 
that prints any sort of cock-and-bull rumor as 
the soundest truth, that is only too eager to 


arise and give her government trouble under 
the guise of further opening Nippon to “western 
ideals.” 


FFICIAL Japan knows that the “western 

ideals” exploited in League of Nations 
peace propaganda are neither “western” nor 
“ideals.” They are atheistic diabolism of a sort 
that aims to utilize the most beauteous aspects 
of Christian aspirations to work an emascula- 
tion of those Christian nations that it may be 
easier at a later date to pull down whatever 
civilization opposes it. 

She knows that the tactics of this diablerie 
consists of putting two nations at one another’s 
throats, thus killing off the citizens of each— 
where the peace propaganda is ineffective—and 
the more strongly entrenching those other races 
that profit from exploiting such carnage without 
in the least implicating or compromising them- 
selves. 

Thus her defiance of the League of Nations 
is by no means any slap at the peace-loving 
citizens of the earth but an exhibit of knowl- 
edge that she is fully aware of the menace that 
threatens her and will not bend before it in 
either ignorance, blindness, or mute immobility. 


T IS NOT generally known among the lay

HE gain from any study 
is the measure of our 
devotion to its princi- 
ples.

have hoped for without fully understanding 
from whence that hope comes. 

We are engaged, we say, in the study of 
cosmic principles. We are applying ourselves 
week on week to a sort of narration of what 
has transpired in man’s life to date, making 
him what modern society finds him. But behind 
this narration lurks a loftier story. 


E ARE engaged in getting something suf- 
ficient unto our needs. It is all very well 
to say that our needs are of the moment, and 
therefore the help should be of the moment. 
But it is equally true that help for the mo- 
ment is always transient help, of no lasting 
qualities, adducible only from passing quan- 
daries. 
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We are capable of surpassing enterprise. We 
know that the times and seasons are out of 
joint and it is necessary and natural that we 
should seek remedies to straighten them. 


LL this is preamble to something that lies 
deeper within ourselves. 
The times and seasons are out of joint be- 
cause underlying principles must be at fault. 
A law is not a law unless it functions per- 
fectly in every instance. Society has arrived 
at a pass where its processes and laws do not 
fulfill the functions that called them into being. 
Men escape from one dilemma only to land 
in another. Greed and lust pile up a tremendous 
increment, and although the piling is slow, it 
is irrefutable. Despite the fact that the results 
of the causes set in motion do not show im- 
mediately, the race goes on to increasing hard- 
ship and is thus able to figure back and per- 
ceive that something must have been very 
wrong in the beginnings of its intercourse, 
man with man, and nation with nation. 


OU are coming to a place now where never 

in the history of the world have men been 

so exercised over Truth and purity of doctrine 

that guides their reasoning and therefore their 
behavior.

itself until they arrive at some pass in their 
affairs where they are confronted by a social 
cul-de-sac. It does not occur to them to figure 
out where they are heading until the needs and 
demands of the moment cause them distress. 
Then they are prone to get together in con- 
ference and see what has caused their sudden 
predicament. 

It is not because we want to be facetious with 
you this hour that we deal in these platitudes, 
but because a serious business is afoot in so- 
ciety in this generation, and you must fully 
understand it to gain true perspective on events 
that confront you daily, true inspiration and 
aspiration in your daily lives, accurate estima- 
tion of your increasing dilemmas. You must 
have the potentialities of life offered in a form 
that enables you to understand them. That 
often means dealing in platitudes, for the ob- 
vious is not always recognized for that which 
it is. 


OU have a hope that you will make some- 

thing out of your lives. You have a desire 
that life in the mortal state should be more 
productive of peace and goodwill. You want to 
gain a fair living for yourself and your off- 
spring. 

But the times seem against you. No matter 
which way you turn, some pernicious influence 
seems at work to bespatter humanity with the 
dregs of degradation, pull down that which is 
beautiful and pure, and retard or pervert the 
fine assumptions on which you set out to reach 
worthwhile objectives. 


Do not look any further for the reasons why 
these things should seem to be so than the 
great fundamental errors that mankind has 
made in explaining his earth to himself, the 
existence of life upon it, the original cause of 
it, and its ultimate purpose. 


ANKIND started out with a wrong con- 

ception of why he was in life. As he 
went along, his error gathered momentum until 
it affected the whole trend of herd thinking. 

Because he came into life each time in a 
new body, acquiring new conscious perceptions 
solely from his earthly state, he found it was 
easier to subscribe to the tenets and doctrines 
of the institutions already set up in the earthly 
state than to investigate for himself how much 
error had crept into his courses of reasoning. 

Age upon age, generation after generation, 
these false concepts grew and multiplied. They 
entered into the most trivial acts of daily ex- 
istence. 

Night unto night man prayed falsely to a 
God whom he did not understand, for things 
that were not of permanent worth. 

Periodically this led to a miasma of doubt 
and quandary, ofttimes with the vilest influ- 
ences surrounding his development because he 
could not recognize them for what they were. 

So ingrained into his thinking were these 
false concepts and doctrines that he considered 
a public enemy any man or set of men who 
endeavored to right the unhappy circumstance 
and open the way to a truthful interpretation 
of Nature, Nature’s God, and earthly society. 
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LL these things have happened because 
of original errors based upon ignorance. 

Yet ignorance was not wholly ignorance. 
Willful and malicious influences pervaded man’s 
thinking, too often at his own behest. Scholars, 
scientists, and theologians, would see their 
earthly powers threatened if they attempted 
to revert to clear precepts of truth. Increasing 
human misery existed, often growing intoler- 
able as time went onward. Still those at the 
head of things would not reveal their own gross- 
ness of intellect, fearing the destruction of the 
existing social order and not being clear of mind 
as to what form of society could be set up in- 
stead. 

In every age and generation these times have 
come. 

Humanity has reached crises matured from 
years of willful error, and always shouted out 
for someone to come along with a panacea for 
that which has been loaded upon it. The true 
saviors and benefactors of the race, sent down 
into the earth-state to minister unto it, have 
always been students with the courage, stamina, 
and intellect to perceive that passing palliatives 
are only palliatives, and that no matter how 
unpopular those saviors and benefactors might 
be, their real duty is to make humankind un- 
derstand the true causes of its plight in the 
system it has permitted to exist and come to 
fruition. 


OW, turning back for the moment to the 

individual, the latter cries with a loud 
voice: “Granted that what you say may be 
true, but if I am the victim of a system, what 
can I do to help myself personally? I was 
not responsible for the system. I only suffer 
from it. Is it right that I should know distress 
from a system which other men in times past 
have instigated? I am suffering at this minute. 
Therefore why is it not equitable for me to 
have relief this minute?” 


HESE great Masters of Wisdom who in- 
struct the race from superior altitudes of 
thought, refute such claims, however. They 
say to men this: 
“You only think you are victims of the 
system which other men have created. You are 
really nothing of the sort. A system is only as 
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strong as any given generation permits it to 
be. A system is only one man stolidly refusing 
to exercise his God-given talents and think for 
himself, By the same token that the system was 
set up by men who thought wrongly, so can 
it be demolished and eradicated by other men 
coming into a recognition of the prey they have 
let themselves become. A system is made up 
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of a given number of individuals either in- 
timidated to think along a certain line or 
pattern of thought, or too slothful and indolent 
to give rise to their emotions and spur their 
thought-processes into new channels. This being 
a free world in which Nature treats with prince 
and pauper alike, it is childish and absurd to 
say that the individual needs to follow a wicked 
or erroneous system one second longer than is 
necessary to readjust himself after he has seen 
the wrongness of his ways in logic. 


VERY person has to decide upon his own 

means for gaining his livelihood, his mate, 
and the factors making up his daily existence. 
By the same token he can declare himself for 
true concepts of right and wrong in his social 
behaviorisms if he will only have the courage 
of heart and the energy of mind to stand out 
against the crowd. 

The time is coming as man grows older and 
wiser, generation by generation, when he will 
see that true individualism is a matter of sacri- 
fice to the welfare of the race. But it will be 
an intelligent sacrifice, motivated by sound 
principles of racial benefaction. 


OW why are we telling you all this? It 

is manifestly impossible, for instance, to 

bring home to the crowd the nature of a pro- 

found metaphysical truth. That does not matter. 

Great truths never descend upon crowds but 
upon individuals! 

The individual is the keystone for the over- 


throw of any system that makes mankind suffer 
in the mass. 

Coming down to your own small part in the 
universe, life finds you a mortal man or woman 
intent, as you say, upon your destiny. You go 
about your affairs day after day, subscribing 
to the tenets of the moment, performing your 
paternal or maternal duties, fulfilling your 
filial or commercial obligations. You think you 
have no time to indulge in blanket practices 
for the welfare of the race. You indulge in no 
subterfuge when it seems to you that there is 
no opportunity for you to erase great social 
evils, or alter the course and trend of your 
national life. You go to the ballot-box once a 
year and try to make evident your desire for 
a clean and efficient government. You go to 
church once a week, are faithful in your con- 
tributions to charities and offices implying social 
obligations. 

In all of this you are acting with the mass 
and after a fashion enjoying it, since the mass 
is the measure of your progress day unto day. 


AT really is happening is, that you 

are letting yourself become the victim of 

a system, because to stand out against the 

mass injures you more or less in your worldly 
activities. 

You are bound by rules of Business and So- 
ciety that decree that you shall be “normal” 
else people will not hold intercourse with you, 
either disliking your precocity or fearing your 
acumen. 

You are a slave to convention. A man comes 
along with a new idea and you rarely examine 
it until someone above you commercially or 
socially has put his seal of -approval upon it. 

And yet you suffer for this indolence of 
thinking and acting, and even while you suffer 
you ask yourself why such suffering is neces- 
sary or merited. 

You do not seem to grasp the fact that the 
truly worthwhile things that have been done 
in human society have been done by individuals 
standing out against the mass, looking into the 
origins of human customs, using their God- 
given talents in the grasp of proportions, and 
striving always to produce a Social structure 
that shall represent mankind as an individual, 
never as a blind mass movement.

HE Hearst newspapers 
throughout the nation, 
on Sunday, August 2, 
1931, printed an edi- 
torial that displayed 
either an amazing 
amount of courage or 
an amazing amount of 
ignorance, on the part 
of the gentleman own- 
ing them. 

It was headed: What 
z= Are You Going to Do 

About It? and reads as follows: 

“The President and the Federal Government 
have power in themselves, and power to co- 
operate with the State governments, to end law- 
lessness in the United States. 

“What is the Federal Government going to 
do about the carnival of racketeering and the 
gang-murder question? 

“Is Mr. Hoover going to appoint an alibi 
commission as he usually does to avoid any 
action, or is he going to do his duty? 


“FENHIS country is a haven for criminals of 
all nations. What is the Federal Govern- 
ment going to do about it? 

“Congress can pass laws constitutionally to 
deport every alien with a criminal record and 
every undesirable resident in this country. 

“Why doesn’t Congress do this? 

“Present laws are sufficient to deport many 
undesirables. 

“Why doesn’t the Federal Government act 
adequately and immediately to deport them? 
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publicity is turned on the 
real malefactors in govern- 
ment, America will have 
a new birth of freedom that 
will make her truly “the 
home of the brave’? . .

“Why does not Congress do its duty?

“Is everybody in Washington thinking of 
advertising himself in European conferences 
and complications? 

“Tsn’t anybody thinking about the United 
States of America? 

“Tsn’t anybody thinking about American 
people who put these chair-warmers in office 
and who pay them their salaries? 

“These publicity-seekers do not have to go 
abroad to find wars and disasters. There is 
war going on right here in the United States 
between the criminal element of the population 
and the decent citizenship.

“Apparently our paid officials are not going 
to do anything. 

“What are we going to do about it? 

“Mr. Hoover says let the States take care of 
themselves and let the cities take care of them- 
selves, which means let the people take care 
of themselves. 

“Don’t expect any aid from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, although the Federal Government has 
power to help. 

“It is too busy meddling in foreign affairs, 
too busy attending European conferences, too 
busy appointing alibi conferences, to do any- 
thing. 


= HAT do you think Theodore Roosevelt 
would have done in this emergency? 

“Would he have sat in his easy-chair and 
told the people to take care of themselves? 

“Don’t you know that he would have gotten 
together with the governors of the States in 
which these outrages against American liberty 
and safety were occurring and would have 
had martial law declared and would have no- 
tified every gangster if he were not out of the 
country in ten days he would be court-martialed?

“Our whole republican system is under ar- 
raignment. 

“Mr. Hoover, what are you going to do about 
that question? 

“Will you please get your mind off the for- 
eign countries, where you have spent so much 
of your life, and concentrate it on America, 
where at least you were born? 

“What are you going to do about it, Mr. 
Franklin Roosevelt, who have patriotic Roose- 
velt blood in your veins? 

“What are you going to do about it, Mayor 
Walker, night mayor of New York? 

“Come down to your office in the day-time 
and do something. 

“It is time for this social question to be 
solved, time for decent citizens to win the war 
against criminals, time for peace and safety 
and liberty to be reestablished in the United 
States.” —William Randolph Hearst.

And yet America has not disintegrated, the 
government has not been overthrown, there is 
still law in process of consummation day unto 
day and night unto night in this country and 
barring a few unfortunate interludes there prob- 
ably always will be, until the end of time. 

What the American people do not know is, 
that their country and their government have 
been “taken over.” They are still ruled by its 
laws. They still pray to the same God they 
have always worshipped. They still send their 
children to the public school to adore the Con-

stitution and the republican form of rulership. 
But the American people are hoodwinked.

The trouble is, that the great rank and file 
of quiet, honest-to-God American patriots, 
who send their sons to protect the flag and 
their daughters into Red Cross work as need 
arises, who put their dollars behind Liberty 
loans, and cheer the best elements in our states- 
manship—such as it is—are totally unaware, 
with a pitiful, childlike ignorance, of what has 
been transpiring by peaceful penetration— 
from a “boring from within’”—in our nation’s 
affairs, both political and commercial, in the 
last twenty years. 

Not that we have not always had the ad- 
versary with us. But up until the recent-present, 
he has been a more or less unflagrant adversary, 
working as he could until the times came right 
for him to seize his power.

“T serve notice on you that I will have 
my crime as I want it, whether you like it or 
not, because it pays me a revenue to keep me 
in power as it holds you in bondage—you and 
your children’s children to the seventh gen- 
eration. You have crime because I want you 
to have crime, because I encourage and sustain 
it, because it is the source of my revenue—I 
say again—and because I cannot allow you to 
be free from it or you would turn about and 
rend me limb from limb.” 

Now this is no mythical devil that delivers 
this ultimatum to the sons of the men who 
fought at Bunker Hill and Brandywine, Gettys- 
burg and Chateau-Thierry.

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WOMAN Murdered 
in San Francisco Talks 
Within Four Hours! 


STRIKING instance of 
a person graduating 
onto the higher levels 
of life by being mur- 
dered and yet disclosing 
evidences of her sur- 
vival together with a 
report of her experi- 
ences, comes from repu- 
table sources in San 
Francisco. 


It was connected with 
a tragedy that oc- 
curred in that California city in broad day- 
light. From The San Francisco Chronicle of 
August 20, 1929, we excerpt the following: 


An insane war veteran, brooding over 
imaginary wrongs, slashed to death Miss 
Egie M. Ashmun, age 35, executive secre- 
tary of the San Francisco Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. The murder was 
committed just outside of the Civic Audi- 
torium and was witnessed by scores of 
persons who were unable to avert the 
tragedy. 


To avoid unwelcome publicity, a lady who 
we must refer to hereinafter as Mrs. A. N., 


immediately underwent a strange experience 
in connection with Miss Ashmun, the victim. 


RS. A. N. does not live in San Francisco 

and at the time this happened, knew 

nothing of the occurrence. She is a refined and 

intellectual personality with a well-developed 
psychic trend. 

Her first intimation of the case came to her, 

so she avers, through a direct contact with

Miss Ashmun within less than four hours after 
the event. 

Miss Ashmun, from what was stated of her, 
was a wide-awake, active, energetic person- 
ality and well disposed toward everyone. An 
active soul like hers is one that is also highly 
conscious immediately on the higher and finer 
planes of consciousness, as seems to be proved 
from the intelligence that she passed on to 
Mrs. A. N. 


N HER first contact with Mrs. A. N., Miss 
Ashmun appeared as a strange, unknown 
person in a curious Light body, but fully dis- 
cernible and recognizable to the eye. Mrs. A. N. 
cites her part of the experience as follows: 

“I was fully conscious of the presence of a 
woman who was a stranger to me. She was able 
to impress me clearly enough so that I was 
able to recognize her from her picture, which 
I saw subsequently, and catch her general per- 
sonality. I suppose the “inner voice” is the 
nearest explanation of the manner of speaking 
which she employed, as the impressions did not 
come as sound but rather as impressions of 


outlines, ideas and thoughts. One impression 
regarding an Information Bureau came most 
distinctly. 

“I doubted the validity of it at first as I 
did not think it possible for anyone to com- 
municate thus clearly so soon after one’s transi- 
tion. When I mentioned this to her she ex- 
plained that she had not made a transition. 
She was remaining in the same consciousness 
as she had been in for some time, that she 
had much to do, and much to see, and found 
herself much freer to do all that she longed 
to do.” 


s HEN I found her picture in a newspaper 
and an account of the affair, I shrank 

from it, fearing to distress her, but she insisted 
that I read every word of it, that there was 
nothing horrible there. When I was finally per- 
suaded to read it, I was greatly surprised to 
find that what she said was all there and all 
true. After I had read it she remarked, ‘And 
above all, don’t torture the poor creature for 
what he did to me; only gain has come to.me.’” 
She did not want this half-crazy person 
hanged on her account, and was quite anxious 
to get this request to someone. The murderer 
has been put in confinement, but apparently 
will not be hanged on account of his dementia. 


| denne the Information Bureau, Miss 
\ Ashmun explained that it was the means 
of bringing occasional souls in contact with 
those in earth life. There is order: and intelli- 
gence always, on any of the numerous levels 
of the higher, finer worlds. Each person while 
living gives out, in addition to his aura, a 
luminous emanation; this the discerning psyche 
knows how to interpret. The emanation from 
Mrs. A. N.’s soul showed probably the psychic 
faculty well developed, so that the “departed” 
soul could readily communicate with her. 


HE several striking things about this re- 

leased soul as mentioned, were, the un- 
broken continuity of her consciousness between 
the previous earth-plane and her present level 
of existence. Usually the soul is so perturbed 
when it suddenly loses its physical vehicle, that 
it remains in an unconscious or suspended con- 
sciousness for some time. 

Her pronounced desire to remain in an 
earthly condition and not rise higher for the 
moment, is unusual. As a commendable social 
worker she would naturally possess an advanced 
spirit capable of functioning on some higher 
level. 

Another striking fact is here given in her 
tragic and apparently painful death: that suf- 
fering is only momentary. For the moment that 
unconsciousness occurs, either naturally, or even 
artificially, as with anesthetics, all feeling and 
suffering cease for the personality, even if there 
are any muscular contractions, or any other 
reflections and movements to be seen. Miss 
Ashmun claimed her suffering was very brief, 
terrible as it might appear. 


ISS ASHMUN, as described, was clearly 

a free spirit, happy and interested in 
all her new experiences. She, however, was not 
earthbound in any sense, but simply intensely 
interested and absorbed in the affairs of this 
life, which were not to be obliterated in a 
day, even though her psyche was detached from 
its world body and lost its external contact with 
mortality. Gradually, however, even though she 
told Mrs. A. N. that she was not ready for 
the higher levels, she would lose her earth con- 
tacts and her subtler spirit would take her 
Ego into higher dimensions. 

After several communications with Mrs. A.N. 
she communicated back again. This, if any- 
thing, proves the gradual recession of her spirit 
from the earth and its mortal conditions of 
conscious living. 


y ear proximity of the different levels of 
existence is again demonstrated by such 
indubitable contacts as these. Another testimony 
is thus given of a soul one day active in the 
mortal body, the next day seemingly “dead” as 
we call it, but actually fully alive in some plane 
that is merely invisible to our clumsy physical 
senses. 
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That soul tells us of another world that even 
before being able to fathom it, is realistic and 
moves harmoniously in comparison with the 
one from which she has just stepped out. 
Mrs. A. N. asserts that she was wide-awake, 
as it was altogether in her waking state that 
this meeting came to her; there was no illu- 
sion about it, nor was she at any time in a 
state of trance. 

Mrs. A. N. is not a spiritualistic medium. 
She is a simple, but active soul, sensitive to 
occasional vibrations or impressions from the 
invisible dimensions of life. 


RS. A. N. observes that sudden death re- 
quires active attention by guardian peo- 

ple. Psychic writers have told us this was par- 
ticularly the case during the great war, as 
so many who died were not ready tempera- 
mentally for the transition. Clairvoyants have 
described them as wandering about until taken 
in charge by what might be termed Invisible 
Guides. She compares these guardian helpers to 
obstetricians caring for the rebirth of each 
individual soul into the next world. For strange 
as it may seem to us, Mrs. A. N. is told that 
these guardian Invisibles, as she calls them, 
must act quickly to insulate the psychic or 


Light Body when it becomes separated from its 
physical body. The illustration to child-birth 
is not inept. 

There is one fact that the present world is 
in alignment with. That is the care of the body. 
There are many idealists and religionists who 
do not properly evaluate it. The body is not 
to be pampered or coddled, but to be kept in 
the best of health conditions; which needless 
to say is not only invaluable in mortal life, 
but also on our transition at “death.” The 
physical body is a necessary protection to the 
soul, as it insulates it from any exposure from 
the thought-atmosphere that surrounds us; the 
healthier it is, the better this insulation. 


HAT beneficent persons on this plane of 
existence sooner or later join the invisible 
group of helpers on the next plane, is the cur- 
rent theory of occultists and of theosophists. 
And yet scientific researchers into the great 
field of psychical activity uniformly encounter 
these intelligences, or traces of their offices.

LL persons have periods 
in their lives when the 
afflictions that come 
upon them are seem- 
ingly unknowable. 
There are many causes 
for many persons in 
considering these condi- 
tions that make for per- 
sistence of any affliction. 

Some people are born 
to trouble, so to speak. 

That is to say, they 
“entered trouble as a career” to teach them 
forbearance unto themselves. They have had 
it impressed on them from birth that there are 
things to be learned by making a career of 
affliction. 

Such people are essentially selfish, or rather 
self-centered, and must be thrown out of this 
prevalent mood of considering themselves ob- 
jects of this sort of self-charity. They bear and 
forbear unto themselves over a long period of 
time, learning the lessons of self-examination. 


OW generally speaking such persons are 

not incurables. The science of mental 
healing teaches you that there is an “after- 
math of conscience” not necessarily arbitrary 
in each case, which designates the affliction to 
one’s self. Looking upon it as a job to be 
tackled, explored and pinned down to a defini- 
tion of character in each instance, is not the 
right mental attitude. There is “too much hear- 
say” in such method of determining one’s inner

q INCORRECT evaluation of 


self-evaluations. The larger aspects of the afflic- 
tion must be considered, designated and ex- 
plored. When we say larger aspects we mean 
the preconceived notions that inhibit the con- 
sciousness, making for malformations of any 
sort. 

This is not a problem in research, but a 
tempering of the inner metal to a finer key. 
Teaching people to do this or that, answering 
their questions, exploring their subconscious 
minds, thumping or prodding their bodies to 
locate sensitive nerve centers is all very well 
as medical child’s play. The larger aspects of 
cases of this sort must be taken on their merits 
as a form of character analysis. 


AKE the case of a supersensitive woman 
who manages to go about ailing most of 
the time without knowing specifically what 
afflicts her. She is not inhibited so much as 
self-scolding. She has an axe to grind with life, 
or better, a bone to pick. Made resolute by 
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early experiences which she has resented, she 
has come to a pass where she wants relief in 
the form of anaesthesia without squarely meet- 
ing the problem of determining what her true 
life values are and why they affect her as 
motivating factors in her physical condition. 

You have seen men and women who pe- 
riodically close their eyes and ears to unpleas- 
ant sights and sounds. You call it “shutting a 
fire-door” on an embarrassment, which is in- 
deed true. They come and go in making nui- 
sances of themselves because they will not face 
issues squarely, not forcing themselves to fight 
battles of character. On the other hand, you 
have seen men and women who make a pretext 
of any sort to pick an issue with life and sub- 
jugate it. Between these two extremes most of 
humanity plays without fully realizing it, or the 
seriousness of what they are doing when they 
let themselves take up one side or the other 
of this perpetual character controversy. 


ARE trying to tell you this: To pre- 

serve a calm aspect toward the incurables 

is one thing, to fight an issue with life because 

it has not suited us in all respects and regards 
is quite another. 

Between the two there is a half-way ground 
that consists of realizing the difficulties encoun- 
tered when one tries to be what he or she is 
not. 

These deficiencies and frailties so-called, are 
too often self-motivated life issues that have 
no excuse for being. 

People too often need a lecture on cosmic 
therapeutics more than doctor’s pills. 

You cannot align the unreasonable with the 
reasonable and expect a perfect equation. Digits 
beat themselves in the hands of clever mathe- 
maticians, but figures never lie in the science 
of divine arithmetic. Too often the purpose of 
an achievement is its own undoing. Therefore 
look at the case in this wise— 

The always ailing or neurasthenic woman 
must understand that life is not a raillery at 
circumstance. It is often a battle against cir- 
cumstance, but neither a belittlement nor ag- 
gravation in mental product. Too often people 
think they have a complex when what they 
really have is a peevishness against themselves 
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for not estimating life correctly. They know 
the true equation, but refuse to admit it. Let 
us see what we can do along practical lines. 

Take a picture of this case made up of the 
following lights and shadows—a person of in- 
herent talent, thwarted and dogged with the 
unhappiness of an unkind environment, readily 
subjective to moods of intense disappointment 
often worse than it is, made radiant by little 
successes where personal friendships are con- 
cerned, made ecstatic by generous impulse that 
hold in them release from suffering in someone 
else. All this is sheerest nobility. 

Now take the same person and cross her 
with indignities, or malfeasances of conduct on 
the part of those who are apt to demand of 
her what they do not deserve. Cross this per- 
son with dislike arising from a denial or ignor- 
ing of inherent sagacities not generally ac- 
credited to her, and the result is a thwarted 
sense of self-estimation that brings out the 
worst in that character instead of the best. 

Taken by and large, such a person is not 
to be forced into right thinking so much as 
shown the imponderability of her reflexes 
toward life—the curables in her character on 
the way to becoming incurables through lack 
of proper examination. 


UCH a woman has a much better sense of 
self-perception than is generally accredited 
to her, but she has let herself become irascible 
at treatment meant for her utter good in higher 
knowledge plus the ramifications of character 
deportment on the part of those about her 
whom she would have behave differently toward 
herself and toward life. 

This sets up a condition of strong and ve- 
hement self-defense—or better, self-justification 
for an improper reaction toward those defi- 
ciencies in life or in others. 

She is fully aware that they exist and bother 
her. Why not accept them as traceable to the 
actionists that these people are, instead of ex- 
pecting that they be philosophers or prudes. 
They are worrying her not a little because she 
has delight in them one moment and irascibility 
the next that is really her reaction to life as 
she would have it lived, not through improper 
conduct. This will bring about a condition 
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where there is a general let-down to the facul- 
ties and nerve centers. It all harks back to an 
improper viewpoint. Utterly freeing herself from 
these subjective delights of self-torture, dwell- 
ing not on her shortened faculties but on her 
lengthened viewpoints in regard to the behavior 
of others and why it should be so, she will for- 
get she had these afflictions at all. 

She does not accept the universe at present, 
but wishes to corral it and bring it into sem- 
blance of order as one would dictate the adven- 
turings of a business. 


ELL such a woman to let the universe go, 

accept it as it is, admit that every person 
in it is doing what is adroit for their personal 
character development of the moment, utterly 
forgetting in this understanding that there are 
limitations to her faculties in any degree. 
THERE WILL BE NONE. She is constantly 
reminding herself of the presentiment that life 
is not kind in its allotments, and is trying to 
make herself oblivious to it by dwelling within 
herself consciously or subconsciously instead of 
letting the universe take care of itself while 
she looks on impersonally. 

We can give you a much better picture of 
such a person from the human standpoint when 
we say that she has let herself become fact- 
drunk with certain abnormalities of character 
development on the part of those about her, 
instead of considering them as creatures of their 


destinies in each instance whose behaviorism 
cannot touch her because she has larger things 
to see or hear. Her body needs a revivification 
of those postulates of conduct based more on 
immaterialities than on the literal facts of 
everyday happenings in their relationships to 
her. 

Make it as clear as you can to such a woman 
that wherever she goes she will see and hear 
things that acutely displease her. They are 
really not displeasing things, except as she re- 
sents them. She is forcing upon herself a sort 
of blindness and deafness based on an inordi- 
nate desire for perfection according to the 
standards she has achieved from experiencings. 
By stopping to dwell on the immateriality of 
all that is about her, and discovering the hidden 
meaning behind the various forms of recal- 
citrance which now bedevil her, she will come 
to understand that she is shutting out life in- 
stead of entering into it with a desire to profit 
from its beatitudes. 

Do not scold her. Do not preach to her. 
Tell her that she does not take enough interest 
in the hidden souls of those about her, and in 
blinding herself to their inner motives and im- 
pulses she is dulling her senses to perceive her 
own. 

The effort to make a complete ‘fight in this 
regard is one of coming up out of self-attach- 
ment to self-detachment, and looking at the 
universe as a biological phenomena, not a purse 
to be picked at one’s pleasure.

I maintain I have formed contact with those 
who have departed the mortal life, I have dis- 
cerned a complete gamut of wrong thinking in 
all phases of social activity. And this wrong 
thinking spiritually, religiously, or even theo- 
logically, has supplied man with cues that were 
wholly wrong in all of his secular relationships. 

Which is equal to saying that if man would 
get back onto the track of truth in the matter 
of what he essentially is, and why he is on 
this earth-planet at all, he would as quickly 
perceive what is wrong with his earthly civili- 
zation and set about correcting it. 


T IS IMPOSSIBLE to go on from week to 
week with these psychical memoirs, because 
having passed in my narrative the point where 
I talked literally with those Beyond the Veil, 
either audibly or clairaudiently, I enter into a 
field of narration that I have already expounded 
in previous pages of THE NEw LIBERATOR 
magazine. 

After the publication of Golden Rubbish, I 
set myself resolutely to the taking of daily 
messages. At nine o’clock in the morning, with 
a stenographer at my elbow, I would settle 
myself comfortably in a chair and begin to 


listen and repeat what I was hearing. The girl 
would put it down and type it. Hour after hour 
I worked thus, day after day, week after week. 

A great avalanche of superb cosmic material 
thus began to pile up, hundreds upon hundreds 
of pages, on subjects in which I was not at 
all well-read and which I received with as much 
eager interest as any lay student. 


F THE “dead” were not alive and capable 

of sending me this material via the psychical 
radio, where was I getting it from? 

If you care to hear the complete story of 
what transpired in my affairs after the writing 
of Golden Rubbish, I must refer you to an 
84-page book I have written and published on 
the subject: Seven Minutes in Eternity and 
Their Aftermath, in the new edition. 

I mention this, not to sell you a book, but 
in the hope that what I have already written 
has sufficiently awakened your interest to impel 
you to probe further into this fascinating field 
of human survival without duplicating in this 
magazine what is available elsewhere. 

The new edition traces the growth of THE 
New LIBERATOR magazine into the League for 
the Liberation and up to the threshold of the 
College of Christian Economics. 

What I want to say here, is this: 

Human beings are walking the streets today 
who are literally only “half alive.” That is to 
say, they have not the slightest perception of 
the Great Machinery that is operating behind 
mortality that makes life what they find it, 
or the future what it will be. 

They are little more than self-electing ani- 
mals, tortured by the fear of death, circum- 
scribed and inhibited by erroneous concepts of

Thousands of persons have taken me to task 
for “attempting to promulgate the heinous 
doctrine of Reincarnation.” In the first place, 
they lack the slightest notion of what Re- 
incarnation truly is, confusing it with the 
Transmigration doctrines of India. In the sec- 
ond place, earthly revisitation is provable, and 
their own weird tenets of doctrine founded upon 
fanciful superstition or medieval ignorance, are 
not. 


AM SORRY, however, that I cannot get it 

through their heads that I have no axes to 
grind in preaching this hypothesis of earthly 
life with its unexplainable tragedies and weird 
relationships. It is not of my making. 

But I have seen irrefutable proofs of its lit- 
erality as I have gone on in my psychical ex- 
periences, and have been convinced myself by 
the overwhelming burden of the logic. 

Should I, therefore, keep quiet about it be- 
cause a few tired souls resent the possibility 
that they may revisit earth again five hundred 
or a thousand years hence, and enjoy the ex- 
periences of such civilization as may maintain 
at that distant date in human evolution? 


WENT into the publishing of this magazine 

to disseminate these great truths as cor- 
rectly as I believe I had received them, to 
humankind at large. It was like engraving on 
granite with tools of flesh. But the whole reve- 
lation has come at a psychological time, and 
thousands of persons are willing to listen and 
give heed to this sort of doctrine today who 
would resolutely have turned deaf ears to it 
before or just after the War. 

Because I have gotten such elaborate dis- 
courses on current events, data on public char- 
acters, predictions as to future developments 
in American business and politics—all of which 
have proven themselves uniformly accurate— 
I cannot disassociate in my mind the fact of 
survival with the most minute intricacies of life 
itself day by day and hour by hour. Because 
those whom I choose to think my friends in the 
Higher Dimensions, souls who have sloughed 
off the handicaps of their earthly bodies, are 
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equally as real to me in my daily associations 
as those I contact from hour to hour in flesh. 

Life assumes a glorious continuity. Its 
stream of consciousness is unbroken by any 
panic at Death. All the factors in existence 
correlate themselves into a unified panorama, 
and there is a sweeping sense of living now 
in eternity. 


HIS taking away of all fear of death alters 
the entire life-psychology. Understanding 
how people go in and out of flesh, cycle after 
cycle, gives full enilghtenment on the strange 
relationships that they encounter or enter, in 
life. With these two enigmas explained, there 
comes a tolerance for the complications, hatreds, 
and misinterpretations that afflict us constantly 
in mortal coil, that remove the rancor from our 
hearts, give us patience and stamina, and en- 
able us to derive benefits from existence that 
would otherwise seem curses and condemnations. 
Witness how this complete understanding 
works practically: 

During this past month, in New York, a 
young woman of my acquaintance who had 
become zealously interested in survival as an 
attested fact, was called to face a dangerous 
hospital operation. Her heart was weak. Her 


condition was poorly. The surgeons declared 
she only had a “fifty-fifty” chance of surviving 
the ordeal. 

After she had come from the ether with the 
operation a success, she declared: 

“I had followed the accounts of others who 
had made the transition and reported back 
through psychical means, to such an extent that 
I was indifferent whether or not my life was 
to go on in my physical body. I was really 
interested to see what dying was like, and enter 
into -some of the higher life experiences myself.” 

The surgeon declared: “She had absolutely 
no fear. She did not fight the ether. Her re- 
sistance was not paralyzed by a panicky fear 
of death. In consequence she took the opera- 
tion normally and wholesomely, and came 
through with perfect results.” 


EN such instances are reported, it com- 
pensates somewhat for all the weird dia- 
tribes and ignorant criticisms that are leveled 
at one who would go contrary to popular fallacy 
on the subject of Death. 

It is a great work, and I am in it for “keeps.” 
What the future will bring forth I cannot say. 
But it cannot be more interesting than I have 
found the past!

ITH the whole plan of 
the universe we will not 
now so extensively deal.

Tonight we leave the 
subject of successive in- 
carnations and take up 
some of the problems of tkis incarnation. We 
have said that you must learn first, last, and 
always, Love. Wisdom you must also know, 
for Love without Wisdom is paradox. 

Wisdom is the highest point to which hu- 
manity may aspire, because it is the perfect 
synchronization between Love and Intelligence 
—hence between Soul and Spirit. When Love 
becomes sentimentality or mere emotionalism, 
then it is Love divorced from Intelligence and 
therefore not Wisdom. 


HEN the world uses the word Love it 
means almost always the emotion of 
Love—or the emotion that reflexes from 
Love—which may have no kinship at all to 
the Divine Force. It is thus that we see the 
apparent impossibility of selfish love, or even 
foolish love, or too indulgent love. There can 
be no such thing. If Love is more than an emo- 
tion it is wise with an instinctive inherent in 
the great Creative Force of the universe. 
When Love is Love it sees first and foremost 
and clearly the highest need of the beloved, and 


its whole effort is to minister to that need 
utterly regardless of return or reward. There 
are few in the flesh who can so love, and 
fewer still those who can so love not only the 
ones whose destiny is linked with theirs but all 
the world. 

Love is the Creative Force. Love is spirit 
in action. In the human equation, Love is the 
creator of all that is in harmony with universal 
spirit. Then when this creation is accomplished 
Love is its perfect flower. So is Love the be- 
ginning and end of Man the Microcosm, as of 
the universe the Macrocosm. So is Love the 
beginning and the end, and so is there one 
beginning and one end, and so no beginning 
and no end. 


OVE is harmony, as we have said. But do 

' you know how complex and wonderful are 
the laws even of musical harmony? Do you 
know the part that mathematics must play in 
the composing and rendering of the most spir- 
itual and ethereal music? 

There is harmony, indeed, in the whole uni- 
verse, and its laws are no less accurately worked 
out than are the laws of music. You need not 
learn mathematical formulae: the only thing to 
remember is, that for a really intellectual grasp 
of such problems as that of the Fourth Dimen- 
sion you would need the mind of an astromo- 
mer or mathematical genius. Death itself is 
but a passing over into this Fourth Dimension. 
You live in it then and feel its meaning with- 
out being able to put it into words. 

All these laws of Love—by which the spirit 
of Love works in the universe and in soul of 
man—are not our immediate concern. From 
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time to time we can give you glimpses into 
their working and into the inner meaning of 
the Fourth Dimension. But it will come out 
in connection with other matters and will be 
a feeling such as those on this side have, 
rather than intellectual understanding. Now to 
return to Love— 


OVE must accomplish its ends by the use 

of harmony, but after many incarnations 
you learn the mathematics of that harmony and 
you are able, as it were, to compose by instinct. 
So when your human soul is in its highest devel- 
oped state it is able to operate in accordance 
with laws of harmony it has no conscious 
knowledge of, but whose intricacies are safely 
stored in Subconscious Memory. 

It is this which you mean when you say that 
you have recognized a “kindred spirit” 
you have become conscious of the synchroniza- 
tion of vibrations of whose very existence you 
were unaware. 

Your task is to keep yourself so finely and 
exquisitely attuned that you may never be un- 
aware of the beauty of the tone that comes 
from such synchronization. 


E HAVE overheard you remark that Love 
is rather a sort of sublimated compatibility 
that we recognize between ourselves and others, 
for which Vibrations are responsible. But that 
is not quite so. Compatibility usually implies 
an intellectual parity of some kind and you 
may have this sense of one-ness with a child, 
a moron or a genius. This is the explanation 
of the many strange marriages and friendships. 
Love, as the world is accustomed to use the 
word, is synonymous for almost everything in 
the universe excepting love. Weakness, senti- 
mentality, possessiveness, selfishness—all these 
are hidden under the sacred name of Love. 
But there is one touchstone. If Love is really 
present you may know it by the miracles it 
works. Sentimentality becomes sympathy with- 
out pity. Weakness becomes strength. Posses- 
siveness becomes desire to serve. Selfishness be- 
comes selflessness. And all of life flows together 
in one joyous rhythm until earth is lost in 
heaven and heaven is in Man’s Heart. 
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OVE is the law and the Flower of the law. 
There is one lesson to learn in all your 
journey through human form, and that is the 
lesson of Love which seems so simple and yet 
is so complex that many fail completely to learn 
it and lose all they incarnate to gain. 


Love is not Love until it is entirely aware 
of its own nature, and that means aware of the 
nature of the Universe. To learn the lesson of 
Love means to learn the whole lesson of divine 
wisdom.

There is included in that lesson all the human 
discipline, of mental control, of physical per- 
fection, of utter fearlessness, of utter selfless- 
ness, of complete understanding of all men, of 
complete love for all men, of complete union 
with the Universal Spirit and ability to com- 
mune with it at will. 

There is no substitute for the word Love 
excepting Spirit. They are one. When you use 
the word affection you use it usually in its 
earthly connotation and it may or may not 
have aught to do with Love or Spirit. Affection 
may be merely the fruit of Self-Satisfaction or 
of physical habit. This is also true of many 
so-called friendships. It is only when these are 
radiated by Love and have their roots in the 
Spirit that they share in the spiritual nature of 
Love. 

Romantic love shares in this nature only 
when it is a symbol to the human entity for 
its union with Universal Spirit. When two 
human souls so love that they merge their 
identities, as it were, yet each preserving its 
own separateness, then their union is a symbol 
of that which is the culmination of human 
destiny. In the higher devolopment of man 
even the act of sex contact becomes the symbol 
of this union. 


O YOU see then, how great is the desecra- 
tion of earthly marriage when this Love 
is not? 

There is no marriage without Love and when 
Our Lord spoke about Divorce, He spoke al- 
ways a parable. When he said wife He meant 
wife in body, soul and spirit, not the woman

Because thefe are those who made of His 
words an instrument for misery, do not judge 
the words.
